The cost of production of one T-34 with full eaulument and armament 
varied between 1*200,000 and 1*500,090 rubles during the time source 
was there * Some of the T-*34 tanks designed for the Soviet Army 
were equipped with a new anti-tank v/eanon described below* The tanks 
of the Soviet occupation troops were not equipped with this apparatus 
until the winter of 1948* presumably for security reasons. In July 
1943 there were about 2,000 tanks collected at the Chelyabinsk ulant, 

T-34 and other types. They v/er© not in storage condition but were

Some of the T— 34 tanks produced at the r»lant were armed with the 
Katyusha tyoe rocket gun.
